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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

A. Introduction 

In the Office action of July 13, 2007, claims 1-28 were subject to an election of species 
wherein the Examiner stated the application contains three patentably distinct species, 
grouped by the Examiner according to the first species being claims 1-6; the second 
species being claims 7-13; and the third species being claims 14-28. 

B. Election of The Third Species, Claims 14-28, without traverse 

In order to be fully responsive the present restriction action, the Applicant elects for 

examination on the merits, claims 14-28, i.e., the third species. The election of this third 
species (i.e., claims 14-28) is made without traverse. 

C. Withdrawal of Claims 1-13 

With the election of the third species, Applicant withdraws claims 1-13. 
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
